OFFER TO GIVE UP GUAYMAS. 


Federals Negotiate with Rebels— 
Hostetter Reaches Border. 


NOGALES, Ariz., April 27.—Federa! 
troops in Guaymas, on the Pacific Coast, 
have made overtures to the rebels look- 
ing toward the surrender of that city, 
acccrding to repofts which rebel leaders 
said they received to-day. 

Pressed by threatened attack by 
United States marines, Gen. Joaquin 
Tellez, commander of the Federal gar- 
rison, is said to have addressed another 
note to Gen. Alfaro Obregon, the rebel 
commander, asking the latter on what 
terms he would receive the surrender 
of the 4,000 Huerta soldiers. Obregon 
referred the subject to Gen. Carranza. 
it was said, and was authorized to tell 
Gen. Tellez the lives of all the Federals 
would be spared if they turned Guaymas 
over to the rebels. What effect the an- 
swer had on Tellez was not divulged in 
late dispatches from the south. 

The border patrol here was strength- 
ened by the arrival to-day of eleven 
| companies of the Twelfth Infantry from 

San Francisco. The soldiers encamped 
about mile from the international 
boundary line. 

Louis Hostetter, American Consul at 
Hermosillo, arrived to-night with the 
archives of the Consulate. Other refugees 
reported that anti-American sentiment 
was increasing among the Mexicans in 
rural districts, wut that rebel chiefs 
were ende: ivoring to prevent any hostile 
acts.

Diego, in the southern part of Califor- 
nia, will loom into importance and prom- 
inence as a naval base. San Diego is to 
be developed as a radio station. Mr. 
Roosevelt found that the radio appara- 
tus at San Diego was only of five-kilo- 
and that, while this was 
sufficient for communication in Mexi- 
can waters under favorable conditions 
at night, it was not sufficient for com- 
munication with American vessels on 
Mexican coasts in the daytime. As a 
result of Mr. Roosevelt's visit a twen- 
ty or thirty kilowatt radio apparatus 
will be installed at San Diego 
the next two weeks. At the same time 
a ten-kilowatt set being sent dew 
the for installation on Admiral 
Howard's flagship. When these ne 
sets are in operation, within the next 
two or three weeks, the Navy Depart- 
ment will be in a position to have stead- 
ier and more frequent communication 
with Admiral Howard's fleet.

Huerta’s Acceptance Vague. 
“An acceptance in principle” is a 
rather vague expression in diplomacy, 
}and may mean much less than appears 
from the term itself. Strictly speaking, 
| such an. acceptance means merely that 
| Gen. Huerta is wiling to become a party 
|'to an effort to settle Mexico’s troubles 
| through the exercise of good offices on 
| the part of neutral nations. When al}

The mere fact. however, that Huerta 
has agreed to submit the troubleg that 
have torn Mexico asunder for more 
than a year to an adjustment through 
peaceful means is regarded as a long 
step forward in the direction of estab- 
lishing normal conditions in Mexigo.

Huerta Now Has All Railroads. 


With the exception of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Railway, extending from Guatemala 
up the west coast to connection with 
the Tehuantepec Road, Huerta is now 
operating with his own men every rail- 
road in Mexico, without regard to the 
rights of foreign owners. He has driven 
away every foreigner. The last road to 
be taken over was the Tehuantepec Na- 
tional, connecting the Pacific and Atlan- 
tic ports, Salina Cruz and Coaizacloal- 
cos. This property is owned jointly by 
the Government and Lord Cowdray, and 
has been operated by Lord Cowdray. 

The quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion that have been seized by the United 
States naval authorities here or have 
been turned in as a result of the order 
that all arms in the possession of 
civilians must be given up has amazed 
every one.

engineers, trainmen, firemen, and 
others. The strike, which was against 
the Pullman Car Company, was lost 
after thmowing several thousands of em- 

loyes on, of work. The reguiar brother- 
oods of engineers, firemen, trainmen, 
and conductors have agreements with 
the Eastern railroads, including the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and form the 
Sreat bulk of the operating force. They 
will not recognize the threatened strike 
ff it takes place.” 

The threatened strike is for recogni- 
tien of the new brotherhood and for 
the readjustment of suspensions on a 
senority basis.

BURWELL BRIBED 
10 LIE, HE ADMITS 


Blow Dealt to Becker Defense 
in Midnight Confession to 
District Attorney. 


ANOTHER PRISONER SOUGHT 


Poughkeepsie Police on Trail of 
Man Who Made Offer First 
to Perjurer. 


$1,000 PROMISED, NOT PAID 


Fugitive, Captured in Connecticut, 


Is Defiant for Two Hours Here, 
but Then Breaks Down. 


William E. Burwell, the “St. Louis 
Kid,’ who testified before Justice Goff 
on April 11, in an effort to obtain a new 
trial for the four gunmen, that he had 
witnessed the shooting of Herman Ro- 
senthal and that the gunmen were not 
involved in it, confessed to District At- 
torney Whitman at 1:30 o'clock this 
morning that all of the testimony he} 
gave was false and that it had been in- 
spired. 

To this statement Burwell added that 
he had received money for committing 
perjury, and it was learned on high 
authority that he gave to Mr. Whitman 
the name of the man who coached him 
and told him what to say. Burwell 
made a iong affidavit which was filed| 
with Justice Goff in the application 
for a new trial for the gunmen. He re- 
pudiated the entire document. 

Burwell’s confession was regarded by 
District Attorney Whitman a blow 
to the de’ense set up by Charles Becker, 
who was to be tried again within a few 
weeks on a charge of murdering Rosen- 
thal. 

burwell was arrested in Derby, Conn., 
yesterday, and taken to New Haven. 
Assistant District Attorney Groehl and 
Detective Maxwell of the District Attor- 
ney's staff went to New Haven, and he 
was rushed back to this city, arriving 
here at 11:08 o'clock, and*was taken at 
once to Mr. Whitman's home | 

Burwell, who says $1,000 was promised | 
him for perjuring himself, is the second | 
witness brought forward in the last fight | 
to gave the gunmen who has adimitetd 
that he committed perjury, The other 
Witness was Karl Dresner, a waiter, 
who was arrested a week ago and 
broke down under the examination of 
Mr. Whitman. He also said that he had 
received money, but would not tell who 
gave it to him. 

The District Attorney is looking for a 
third man who appeared before Justice 
Goff on Aprél 11, Samuel Kalmanson. 
Mr. Whitman has reason to believe that 
Kalmanson also lied. 

It was stated last night that the Dis- 
trict Attorney had reason to believe that 
Dresner, Burwell, and Kalmanson were 
being held as witnesses for the second 
trial of ex-Police Lieut. Charles Becker, 
and that they were put forward in be- 
half of the gunmen simply because, of 
the desperate straits in which the four 
found themselves. 

Burwell finally told his story in de- 
tail to Mr. Whitman, and said that the 
money had been promised him to make 
the false affidavit and give false testi- 
mony. He also stated that he had been 
couched in his story at an attorney’s 
office in the financial district of New 
York. He had been approached first in 
a pool room in Poughkeepsie, he said, 
by a man whom he knew to be a crook 
and a counterfeiter and whose name he 
gave to Mr. Whitman. This man, he 
said, had sent him tg a member of the 
police force in this city. ; 

‘But they gave me only $20 of the 
thousand because I didn’t make good,” 
he said. ‘I knew that ihe game was 
up as soon as you finished questioning 
me at the hearing before Justice Goff.” 

Burwell said that the man he referred 
to as a counterfeliter was now in Pough- 
keepsie. District Attorney Whitman got 
into communication with the police of- 
ficials of Poughkeepsie by telephone. 
He received a report a short time later 
that the man was being trailed and 
would probably be arrested this morn- 
ing. ae 

When first brought before Mr. Whit- 
man, Burwell assumed an air of uncon- 
cern and flatly refused to answer ques- 
tions. lt was fully two hours after he 
was taken to the rooms when he gave 
sign of weakening. Then he suddenly 
held up his hand for Mr. Whitman to 
stop questioning. , 

“Say,” he exclaimed, “I'm going to 
tell you the whole thing and be done 
with it. I did it for a promise of $1,000 
and I only got $20 of It. ; 

“You know I’m a pool player. Well, 
I was playing pool in Poughkeepsie 
when a rough looking man came up 
to me and asked me why i didn't go 
to New York and testify; that there 
was plenty of easy money there, be- 
cause of the gunmen's case. He said 
that he could put me in touch with 
a man who had a brother on the po- 
lice force in New York. 

“Then I recalled that I was in New 
York on the day Rosenthal was_ shot, 
and I became interested. Finally, I 
agreed.” 

Burwell said that he was brought to 
New York and introduced to the police- 
man. The policeman, he said, took him 
to the office of two lawyers downtown. 
He didn’t tell the names of the lawyers. 

“T told the lawyers [ was in New 
York when Rosenthal was shot,” he 
said, “‘but I also told them I| wasn't 
anywhere near the scene of the shoot- 
ing and didn’t know anything about it. 
They told me that didn’t matter, Then 
they showed me a lot of pictures and 
pointed to a picture of Harry Vallon. 

“*When you are asked who did the 
shooting say Vallon did it,” was the in- 
structions I received, : 

“All right,’ I said, ‘Im on. 

_m Remember you must say you didn’t 
see the four gunmen at the scene of the 
shooting,’ I was then told. ; 

**I’'m on,’ 1 answered again. 

“Then they went over the whole story 
carefully and told me again and again 
what I was to testify to. Finally they 
prepared an affidavit coverin four 
typewritten pages, and I signed it with- 
out looking at it.

For half an hour more the District At- 
torney ard his assistants went over the 
details of the piot with him and then he 
was taken to a hotel, under guard. He 
will be placed in the Tombs later this 
morning. 

At 3 o'clock this morning it was 
stated that Mr. Whitman had received 
from Burwell information concerning 
the whercabouts of Kalmanson. Detec- 
tives Maxwell and Leigh of the District 
Attorney's staff were hurried away to 
eatch a milk train, but their destina- 
tion was not made known. Mr. Whit- 
man, it was learned, hoped to have 
Kalmanson before him to-day. 

Detectives, 1t was alco understood, had 
been sent to a hospital situated be- 
tween Derby, Conn., and New Haven, to 
follow another clue. While he was be- 
ing prought back to New York last 
evening, on the way from Derby to New 
Haven, Burwell asked permission to 
stop at a hospital to see a friend who 
was ill. This permission was granted. 
District Attorney Whitman is anxious 
to learn who it was that Burwell talked 
to at the hospital.

Becky Edelson Is Freed from 
Jail and Has a Great 
Reception. 


KNEW RELEASE WAS COMING 


Berkman Gives $300 Bail and Young 
Woman Says She'll Still Talk 
On and Defy the Police. 


Becky Edelson, the first woman to at- 
tempt a hunger strike in this country, 
was freed yesterday afternoon from the 
Queens County Jail in Long Island City, 
and last night was proclaimed the chief 
heroine of the I. W. W. and anarchistic 
agitators at a reception given in her 
honor at the offices of Mother Earth, 
an anarchistic publication controlled by 
Emma Goldman. 

Alexander Berkman, who put up $300 
in cash as bail*for Miss Fidelson, pre- 
sided at the reception and joined the 
young woman agitator in denunciation 
of the ‘‘low down capitalist papers ”’ 
which had printed stories to the effect 
that Miss Edelson had quit her hunger 
strike upon -being tempted with choco- 
lates and lamb chops in the jail on Sun- 
day evening. 

The release of Miss Edelson was upon 
a bail bond, which she was careful to 
explain was something very different 
from a bond to keep the peace. She as- 
serted that this bail bond was without 
any restriction whatever, and that she 
proposed to go right ahead with her 
speechmaking and to defy all policemen 
to censor her remarks and all Magis- 
trates to put her under any kind of a 
bond which would iimit her “right of 
free speech to any limits which a police- 
man might find it convenient to en- 
torce."’ 


** And if I am put back into jail, after | 


a rehearing of the present case against 
me on appeal,’’ she said, *‘ you can rest 
assured that I will again go on hunger 
strike, and will stay on hunger strike 
until I die, or the courts cease to make 
decisions which rob us of the first and 
primary right upon which all our dis- 


cussion of our wrongs as laboring peo- |} 


ple must be based. 1 want my friends 
to know that I did not cease the hunger 
strike. What tempted me to eat—and I 
did break my tast after being on hunger 
strike for fifty-six hours—was a tele- 
phone message from Alexander Berk- 
man notifying me that Judge Mulqueen 
had heard a motion for appeal in my 
case, and had fixed a date for argu- 
ment, so that I might expect to be bailed 
out Monday. I then saw that there was 
no need to carry 
at this time, and I ate a meal specially 
prepared for me at 8:30 o’clockiSunday 
night. This was two hours after the 
regular dinner hour had closed.’’ 
Berkman went to the Queens 
Jail yesterday afternoon with a 
man who said he was Benjamin Benn. 
Warden Henry Schleth opened the 
doors for Berkman and his companion 
and in a few moments Miss Edelson 
came bounding down the stairs from 
her cell on the top floor. She greeted 
Berkman as ‘‘ comrade ”’ 
Benn as “ sweetheart.” 
“Did you get my letter, Becky?” was 
the first anxious inquiry of Benn. 
**No I did not,” the young woman re- 
plied, “‘ but I won't wait here for it. 
Let us get out of this place. But first 1

him by the hand, and thanked him with 
a sincerity that was very evident. 

Of her experience as a prisoner Miss 
Edelson said: 

“ Friday night in the Tombs I refused 
to eat. I again refused Saturday morn- 
ing. At 9:45 Saturday morning I was 
taken to Blackwell’s Island, where the 
indignities heaped upon me were such 
that I hate to mention them. 

“Blackwell's Island is a 
Place, whose horrors have never even 
been brought half way to the surface. 
The first thing that happened was an 
arder for me to undress I had to dis- 
robe in the presence of many 
For my feelings there was not the 
slightest concern. After I had reluct- 
antly obeyed this brutal order 1 was 
handed prison clothing—mean stuff, ill- 
fitting and worn to tatters. 

‘IT refused to work I did 
cause I was determined to remain on 
hunger strike and because I could not 
see that the State had any right 
take away my liberty and at the same 
time force me to work for the State. 
Saturday evening things turned to the 
better for me. TIT was put aboard a 
hoat and carried to the Queens County 
Jail. There IT had to sleep on. 
And a clean room They seemed 
luxuries, indeed. And every one was 
kind—very kind—to me They offered 
tempting food, but I told them it was 
no use—until the telephone message 
came.” 

Berkman said that a public reception 
to Miss Edelson was being arranged 
and would be held in a few days.

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WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Su- 
preme Court ef the United States denied 
to-day the petition of THz New York 
Times Company for a writ of certiorari 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
review of proceedings affirming a de- 
cree of the United States Court for the 
Southern District of New York dismiss- 
ing on demurrer THe New York Times 
bill of complaint in a suit for an injunc- 
tion to restrain The Sun from infring- 
ing THe Trimes’s copyright of Roald 
Amundsen's account of his discovery of 
the south pole. 

There was no dispute as to THr Times 
holding the copyright, but the demurrer 
was dismissed on the ground that suit 
for injunction had been begun before the 
of registering the copyright 
had been completed. The forms issued 
by the register of copyrights bore a no- 
tice that the date of the execution of the 
copyrighting affidavit must be subse- 
quent to the date of publication. Since 
this action was begun the blanks have 
been changed.

Commissioner Kingsbury Acts

THREATENS MORE CHARGES 


Thorough Clean-up and Change of

Commissioner of Charities Kingsbury

| Mayor and Chief Magistrate McAdoo. 
“I suspended Mr. Yorke and he will 
be tried on charges which are now be- 
ing prepared in the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office,’’ said Commissioner Kings- 
bury. ‘‘ The suspension is one of the 
| results of the ‘John Doe’ inquiry, and 
before I finish other employes will be 
|; suspended and more charges made. 
| There will be a thorough clean-up of 
the institution, and a general change of 
rules and policy.”’ 
| Yorke has been Superintendent of the 
| Municipal Lodging House for seventeen 
|} years and a half. He is a veteran of 
ithe civil war, and is entitled to be re- 
| tired after he has served the city for 
|twenty years on a pension of $100 a 
j}month. His salary 1s $2,400 a year. He 
}enlisted in the ctvil war as a drum- 
|}mer boy at the age of 13 and served in 
the Army of the Potomac and the Army 
of Virginia. 

While Yorke would not discuss his sus- 
pension, his friends said that the charges 
which were being prepared by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Stover did not re- 
flect upon his integrity. He had 
unpaid employes under him, and, it was 
pointed out, these men felt that the city 
owed them money for the services about 
the lodging house. Small quantities of 
supplies were used by some of them 
without permission. It was said that if 
Mr. Yorke was found guilty Commis- 
sioner oe might remove him as

The 
guards had concentrated around the 
water tank above Walsenburg, firing a 
half mile across the valley at the hog- 
back behind McNally, where the main 
body of the strikers was intrenched 
Vhen the firing began again the centre 
of the heaviest firing had shifted to the 
south, and was nearer the Walsen and 
Robinson mines. Late to-night the shoot- 
ing is closer to tcwn., 

An attack is momentarily expected at 
the Walsen Mine. The Walsen is one of 
the largest properties in the district, 
and is the best guarded. There was no |

Deutsche Bank shows Germany in a 
position second only to Great Britain, 
and away ahead of tne United States, 
and indicates how, owing largely to fa- 
vorable trade baiances, the stock of 
gold held by the Reischbank Increased 
during the year under review by nearly 
$100,000,000. The report says: 

“*Jt is not to favorable climatic con- 
ditions alone that German agriculture 
ig indebted for plentiful and increased 
returns. Progress has been made in the 
development of German soll through in- 
dustrious work as well as through ex- 

enditure of capital in the shape of ar- 
Peicial fertilizers, machinery, and elec- 
trical power.’ ”’ 

Pointing out that Germany is not a 
fertile country, Mr. Vanderlip said that 
whatever Germany wins from its soil 
must come through hard work and in- 
telligent methods, and compared Ger- 
many’s highly efficient crop yield with 
that of the United States. 

Germany reaps 18 hundredweight of 
wheat an acre, he said, as against S'4 
in the United States; 14.7 hundredweight 
of rye, as against 8.4 in this country;

The brief submitted by the general 
counsel of the carriers says: 

“The railroads are still required to 
sell their services at rates to pay even 
less than those established years ago, 
after competition had forced them to a 
low level and to take their pay in a de- 
preciated currency, while they must 
buy their labor, buy their materials, 
borrow their capital, and pay their 
taxes on the basis of present-day com- 
modity prices.’ 

After presenting in detail the situation 
as relating to different roads, Or groups 
of roads, the conclusions of the car- 
riers ure thus set forth: 

‘“We have shown a steady decline in 
the return on the money which has 
gone into the transportation plant. 

“After increasing investment 
per cent. and gross revenues 15,09 pei 
cent., there was no resultant 
in net operating income; on the con- 
trary, there was realized $16,311,321 less 
net than was earned before the $05%,- 
862,588 was added to the property in- 
vestment.”’ 

After reviewing the financial condi- 
tion of the great systems to show that 
the railroads, as individual systema, 
were not earning an adequate return 
on the money invested in property and 
equipment, the brief adds: 


New Capital Earns Little. 


“It appears (as Mr. Willard of the 
Baltimore & Ohio said in his opening 
statement)) that ‘the new capital in- 
vested in railroads in official classifica- 
tion territory during the last three years 
has earned little or no return; in fact, 


these properties generally are actually 
earning less net after paying operating 
expenses and taxes, than they were 
earning at the beginning of the period 
and before the $659,862,000 had been 
spent. 

“The result, as might be expected, of 
this constant tendency toward dimin- 
ishing net returns, has been to seriously 
check, if not altogether stop, the normal 
development of railroad facilities in the 
territory affected. 

“* During the ten-year period these 
railroads found it necessary to increase 
their property Investment approximately 
| $2.000,000,000, an average of about $200,- 
000,000 per annum, and it is certain that 
an equal if not gréater amount per an- 
num will be necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of the future. 

“*Tt ts @ mistake to think that the 
problem is merely a question of @ivi- 
dends to railroad stockholders. The 
problem itn a broed and true sense af- 
fects all interests, and the outcome of 
this particular case—whichever way it 
is decided—will mark an epoch, because 
it will in effect very largely determine 
whether we shall, as in the past, con- 
tinue to look to private capital and pri- 
vate enterprise for our transportation 
requirements, or be compelled finaily to 
accept the only alternative possible:’

“ Unless the railroads are permitted to 
increase their revenues by a reasonable 
increase in their rates for transporta- 
tion services so as to help meet the large 
and permanent increases in the cost of 
capital, wages, taxes, and other ex- 
penses, then it will be only a question 


of time when there will result not 
merely the reduction or suspension of 
dividends, but also in some cases, at 
least, a default in the payment of in- 
terest and other obligations. ° 

‘Total suspension of dividends by 
all the railroads, though it would 
produce @ great panic, would not pro- 
duce the amount of new capital re- 
quired.”’

Consideration of the opposing conten- 
tions by the commission will begin im- 
mediately, with the view of determining 
quickly the question of whether addi- 
tional revenues are needed.

Purchasers of carving sets should 
hereafter have no difficulty in learning
